IMDOCIUKA EXPORTS DUCK FEATHERS REGULARLY TO HONS KOWr. 


A survey of the Hanoi pro-KMT newspaper, T'al-p ■lng yang Jlh -pao. for the 
period of 15 July-7 December 1952 showed that duck feather exports from Haiphong 
were shipped regularly to Hong Kong during the latter half of 1952. According 
to the newspaper, the British vessel Elsbeth (269 tons), operated by the Shun- 
ch ang Company in Hong Kong, carried the duck feathers at an average .frequency 
or twice monthly between July and December. Other vessels carrying the same 
commodity during the same period were the British vessels Juliana (255 tone) 
and Angelina (260 tons), both also operated by the Shun-ch’ang Company, and the 
Panamanian vessel, Han-ch’en. ** 


1 iag»yang Jl h-pao noted in terms of pieces of cargo the quantitv 
or each commodity shipped to Hong Kong on each trip but did not give any specific 
volume. The following table, compiled from reports in the newspaper, compares 
the number of pieces (possibly bales) of duck feathers with the total number of 
pieces of other commodities shipped to Hong Kong from Haiphong on each trip be- 
tween July and 7 December 195 1 2 - Jommodities other than duck feathers included 
spices, potatoes, gambler, dried fruit, beef fat, vegetable oils, castor oil 
sesame seed and other herbs, rape, jute bark, hemp, chestnut shells, and cotton.
